The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reasons for the allowance of the claims in this application are the limitations of a shelf 
bracket having a wall body attachment unit having an engaged portion of a depression 
or projection formed by being upwardly or downwardly curved or bended, a shelf board 
support unit having an engagement portion of a projection or depression formed by 
being upwardly or downwardly curved or bended to engage the engaged portion of the 
wall body attachment, a shelf board support unit having an upper member Including a 
forcing upper board having a shelf board holding upper board portion, and a shelf 
thickness adjustment vertical board suspended from the forcing upper board, and a 
lower member having a shelf thickness adjustment vertical board extending vertically 
and upwardly from the shelf board holding lower portion, essentially included in 
independent claims 1 , 7, and 9 and in combination with the other elements recited in the 
claims respectively, which is not found in the prior art of record.
